" Phey were Corporal Pat Hanley, 
of Deal, and his pals, Private A

“We were locked up in the 
church for eight days,” Corporal 
Hanley told reporters, “and we got 
fed up’ With it. 


“A sentry came round every 


hour or so, and on the eighth day |Amoy 


I said to my pals that if he came 
round that night I was going to 
bash him. 

“The sentry came round all 
right. | gave him a couple of
